and today it’s owned by Cleall, em- 
ployee-turned-owner Don Kung and 
next-door neighbour (and owner of 
Laneway Tea & Coffee Shoppe) Hal 
Rosenberg.

SEE: When Front Page closed, 
people must have come over here 

SC: An awful lot of Front Page's 
customers came here because [for- 
mer Front Page owner] Brent [John- 
son] suggested that they come here 
We've always had a good relation 
ship. We shared customers. They 
used both places. I had stuff Brent 
didn't have; he had stuff I didn’t 
have. When he closed, the other 
wholesaler that he had was referred 
straight to us. 

SEE: The owner of Front Page cit- 
ed increasing rent and utilities at his 
Jasper Avenue location and a tough 
time finding staff as the reasons 
he had to call it quits. Do you have 
those problems here? 

SC: We have a long-term lease, so 
we didn’t have to worry about that. 
We've got a great landlord here. We 
renewed the lease when we took 
over. It's an interesting business: 
once you get people to work for you, 
they don’t want to leave. There's very 
little turnover in this industry. And 
tobacco — tobacco is a big part of our 
business. Since tobacco's out of the 
drugstores, that side of the business 
has increased by a fair amount. 
SEE: Are you worried about the In- 


ternet taking people away from buy- 
ing magazines? 

SC: The Internet has actually 
helped the industry. Most publish- 
ers only give you a “filler,” a preview 
of their publication, a bite to get you 
to purchase that copy. It’s not in the 
interest of a publisher to be online. 
They still need that sale ... to be able 
to get their advertising revenue. 
1 don't, in the short term, see any 
change in hard copies of magazines. 
Because advertising online isn't as 
lucrative as a hard copy ad. We're pil- 
lars of advertising rather than pillars 
of information. The information is 
secondary to a publisher. People buy 
magazines for the articles; publishers 
print magazines for the ad revenue. 

SEE: You can get the full stories on 
just about any newspaper's website. 
How are you maintaining that busi- 
ness? 

SC: Newspapers have come around 
again. Since we've been printing 
our own papers, the newspapers 
have taken a complete 360-degree 
turn. We had lost people to the In- 
ternet due to the lack of availability 
of newspapers. We managed to get 
people back by on-time delivery, by 
easily first-to-market, With not hav- 
ing delays anymore, people are able 
to read The New York Times at eight 
in the morning instead of a day or 
two days later. 1 had one customer 
that was buying the Observer from 








London, they'd come in every Sun- 
day. They went from reading the 
Observer seven days late to reading 
it the same morning 

SEE: You're using technology to 
combat online reading? 

SC: We get the same edition that's 
going to the press-maker. As soon as 
they send it to the press they send 
that same copy to us. It’s actually 
incredible technology. The Internet 
has been a bonus for us. The local 
papers aren't that important to our 
business at all because a lot of people 
will buy them out of the boxes, save 
that nickel. People do not want to sit 
in front of their computer and read a 
newspaper. It's convenient, it's there, 
but there's still nothing to replace 
actually being able to sit in a coffee 
shop and drink your coffee and read 
your paper |or] sit on a toilet and 
read a paper. Laptops and bathrooms 
do not combine well. 

SEE: Will Hub make it to 100 years 
in 2010? 

SC: We're not going anywhere. 
There's nothing that will stop this 
place from surviving. We have a new 
logo for the store. We're hoping this 
summer, if we can get support from 
the city, [that we can get] a repro- 
duction of the old [neon] sign for the

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Like every animal on the savannah, the media industry in North 
America is adapting to the pressures of its environment — in- 
creased competition from the Internet, and decreasing advertis- 
ing revenue — with varying success, depending on the species. 

There's more to the crisis of course, but that’s the broad- 
strokes Nature Channel explanation. 

There are casualties. The CBC recently cut 800 jobs. The 
Globe and Mail has introduced voluntary layoffs. Canwest's 
stock was declared worthless by a BMO anaylist this week, as 
the company struggles to meet its debt obligations. 

Here at home, there have been layoffs at both the Journal and 
the Sun. Community papers such as the Jasper Booster and the 
Morinville Redwater Town & Country Examiner have closed. In 
the United States, both the Chicago Sun-Times and the Chica- 
go Tribune have filed for bankrupcy protection. The New York 
Times plans to cut 100 newsroom jobs this year. And the nearly 
150-year-old Rocky Mountain News has folded. 

Although it seems like the past year has been full of bad news 
about the news business, the industry has been under threat for

DISCUSSES THE FUTURE OF THE NEWS BUSINESS 





We live in interesting times, so it’s hardly surprising that with 
the election of Barack Obama, the meltdown of the world econ- 
omy and the nutty saga of the Octomom, the folks crowding 
the water cooler aren’t sharing their nostalgic thoughts about 
the threatened daily newspaper industry. It’s not like media con- 
glomerates are like the auto industry. Few people nurture loving 
memories of pushy reporters, like they do for their first cars. 
But maybe they should, because who made your mom proud 
by printing your name after you won first prize playing piano 
in the Kiwanis festival? Who wrote that touching obituary for 
your great-uncle or took you inside the Oilers’ dressing room, or 
warned you about the increase in your taxes or provided detail 
after grim detail in the days after Kurt Cobain stuck a shotgun 
in his mouth? 

The list is endless. All those words served an important need 
to know and that point is not lost on the people who seem to ap- 
preciate that need the most, namely the people who have spent 
their lives asking the questions. SEE Magazine gathered four 
such newspeople for a roundtable discussion on the future of 
the information business. They include: Linda Hughes, former 
Edmonton Journal publisher and current chancellor of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta; Ron Wilson, host of Edmonton AM on CBC 
Radio One and a broadcast journalist with 30 years experience; 
Jeremy Lye, reporter and web editor at iNews 880 and 630

Ever since she attended journalism school 10 years ago, Mary 
Agnes Welch has been hearing about the fall of newspapers 3, 
the hands of the Internet. The 35-year-old reporter and presi. 
dent of the Canadian Association of Journalists is now well int 
her career. 

“I’m as baffled as anyone, as a journalist working in th 
trenches,” she says. Although she sees newspapers like hers 
evolving to make better use of the Internet and hopes that in 








depth investigative journalism will find a home somewhere, she 
can't say exactly where the industry is heading.

spectives on the future of the industry as possible, and in the 
following pages we offer interviews from the retail shop own- 
ers selling newspapers and magazines right up to newspaper 
and online publishers.

SEE Magazine: Is the failure of major newspapers in the U.S.

Roy Wood: We are in this period of massive change as people 
are going to blogs and news sites and they are just scattering the 
attention. It is a little worrisome that five or 10 years from now 
we might wake up and find that journalism is gone.

SEE: Major newspapers have been touting the Internet * 
their saviour for 15 years or more, but that obviously hasn't hap 
pened. What's the problem? 

Wilson: That's because many websites suck. You can't jus 
open a website and think the traffic is going to flow to it. You 
better be offering something, and if you're in the news busines 
you had better be updating the news or what are you there for!

When talking about the evolution of the media, David Beers, 
the founder of British Columbia's lively online news source The 
yee, prefers to think of the media's role as that of the grass in 
Bas evolving information landscape. 

“We are entering a world where it’s up to the reader to create 
their own comprehensive world of journalism by bookmark- 
ing various sites and figuring out ways of supporting them,” he 
says, adding that every outlet and news site is part of a broader 
media ecology. “Each citizen can graze on what they want. But 
somehow we have to figure out a way for people to support that 
media.” 

if Beers’ experiences at The Tyee are anything to go by, readers 
have already made the leap. He recently found himself in a jam 
when it came to covering to the provincial election. Advertis- 
ing dollars had dried up. Beers knew he didn’t have the funding 
to do the issue-based, in-depth journalism that The Tyee prides 
itself on. So he asked readers for help, and some ideas on what 
hey wanted covered. 

And the results were quick. In a matter of hours, The Tyee 
ad raised half their editorial budget for the provincial election 
nd by the next morning, they’d reached their original target 
f $5,000. 

“We are seeing a wholesale shift in people's imagination about 





edia,” Beers says. He thinks this episode proves that people 
ave already acknowledged that good journalism isn’t free, and 
re willing to help organizations cover important issues. 

And reader funded and shaped media is certainly not the only 
daptation out there. From different business models to govern- 
ent Funding, there are plenty of ideas under the microscope 


esides their fundraising drive for the provincial election, The 
lye operates according to a very different business model from 
ost other media outlets. When Beers set out to create The 
Tyee five years ago, he wanted to concentrate on political cover- 
e — an area that doesn't attract a lot of ads. However, he found 
group of what he calls “angel investors” who underwrite the 
ay-to-day running of the site but do not make a profit. 

The Tyee also partners with foundations to run public interest 
ticles such as their recent series on affordable housing. The 
ides Canada foundation also enabled The Tyee to run a couple 
f different series on sustainable living. 

The big difference between The Tyee and traditional print 
llet is that Beers doesn’t have to worry about printing or 
ansportation costs, which means the site doesn't have to sell 
many ads to stay afloat. “We don’t have big overheads, so I 
n't have to tell people, ‘No, that won't make money. Go write 
car story,” Beers says. “The only priority around here is ‘Don't 
boring.” 

But the “small is good” philosophy isn’t embraced by all al- 
Tative outlets. Richard Karpel, the executive director of the 
sociation of Alternative Newsweeklies, points out that the 
teative Loafing chain in the United States is going bankrupt 
Cause it bought up several other papers, and couldn't meet its 
bt obligations.

ary Agnes Welch, the president of the Canadian Association 
Journalists, certainly welcomes any medium that can support 
lid, community-focused journalism, but she sees a problem 
ith several smaller media outlets covering the news instead of 
Current “paper of record” approach. 
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“You could have a blogger doing the wickest investigative 
piece,” she says, “but if only 200 people click on it, what kind of 
power does it have? | haven't got my head around that.” 

One or two central news sources have the readership and or 
ganizational power to set the news agenda for an entire city. If 
one daily paper runs an exposé on corruption in city hall, for 
example, not only is it read by a large percentage of citizens, the 
story is also generally picked up by every other media outlet in 
town. The larger organizations have the power to put pressure 
on city council to clean things up 

Beers doesn't disagree. “I saw us as value-added, not as a re 


placement,” he says. “I’m not willing the demise of corporate 





media. On the contrary! If you look at most of the big stories 
that have been broken, it's done by corporate media.” 

Still, he’s not a fan of Big Media. He thinks many newspapers 
tend to have a top-heavy business model, run by editors and 
publishers so worried about offending anyone that their cover 
age becornes gray and boring. He'd like to see many of the dai 
lies survive as a community trust or in no nprofit partnerships 














1D OF WRITING, SORT OF 


There’s an old saying that journalists always save the best sto 


ries for the bar. Often, the story of how many hurdles a journal 
ist had to leap over in order to obtain certain information, or 
just why they were excited about the budget lock-up this year, 


doesn't make it into the paper. 
“Maybe we'll stop doing that,” Welch says, “and let people in, / 
with the same level of accuracy and fairness, but let people 
see more of what we see, without the dry news format.” 
She’s also critical of the daily paper's habit of in 
cluding irrelevant stories just because they're 
the kind of story that papers have always 
run. Why, she asks, would anyone put sto- 
ries about yesterday's weather in a daily pa- 
per? Surely there’s something more illuminat- 





ing to put in that space 
But she’s hopeful. She sees a marriage of sorts 
between the paper and the Internet. Quick hits 
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like road closures and fires could be posted 
rapidly on the internet, but people would pick 
up the newspaper the next day for analysis, 
better-sourced articles, graphics, and a fuller 
explanation of the story — sort of like the role 
magazines currently occupy. 

That could mean that the “daily paper” would 
only come out three times a week, but she'd be will- 
ing to see if such a strategy would work 


A NEW PLACE FOR THE ALT-WEEKLY? 
What Welch describes is close to the model alternative weeklies 
like SEE Magazine follow, or at least try to. We don't come 
out as often, so we strive to provide the long view on cur- 
rent events. Or we stray completely outside the domi- 
nant news cycle to focus on an ongoing issue or an un- 
derreported story. And we certainly have more freedom 
to publish colourful writing and profane quotes. 

Karpel says readers are seeking out writing with more 
“voice” instead of the institutional grayness of the big 
newspapers. Since perspective has always been a part of 
the alt-weekly tradition, the model has some advantages. 
But he follows that up with the grim critique that alt-week- 
lies are just as far behind the curve when it comes to the 
Internet as the dailies, And catching up is hard to do be- 
cause the staff and managers have all known only one 
way of doing business: a printed publication 
funded by ads.

Whether it is a website, a newspaper, or 
a TV station, the advertising dollars will follow and | think part 
of the problem is they haven't figured out how to do advertising 
on the web without pissing people off by being obtrusive.

So I'll say to them, “Those are all newspaper sources, so in fact 
you are getting all of your news from newspapers; you are just 
reading it online.” But if nobody buys newspapers, who is going 
to pay for journalism?

in Canada, which means our reporters are putting their stories 
directly onto the website itself. Our strength, we would argue, 
is the breaking news aspect of what we do. ... We are certainly 
finding the transition from radio to the Internet seamless. The 
writing style is basically the same, so we don’t have to change 
much. I don’t think radio audiences are shrinking. If they are, 
I'd be surprised if our owners would triple the size of our news- 
room. So obviously they still think it is profitable. 

Linda Hughes: The thing that really worries me is there is 
lots of information on the web. With blogs, you can get opinions 
on anything you want and that's why people support blogs and 
the web, because there is just so much. But with breaking news 
and local-level news, who is going to go sit in a courtroom all 
day for a three-paragraph story that is important to know about 
but isn’t sexy and is just part of the pubic discourse? Who is 
going to do that? Bloggers often provide a lot of insight, but 
most bloggers are not going to go to sit in city council commit- 
tee meetings for five hours to keep track of what city council is 
doing. I don’t know how that is going to get done if the normal 
economic pattern that supports journalism goes away. 

Lye: If you look at newspapers in India and Indonesia, where a 


the kind of revenue they need to pay for the journalism we've 
come to expect from newspapers. 

Lye: And that's not for want of trying. [Media mogul] Rupert 
Murdoch made the comment to his editors last week that he 
wants to charge for some of the content and it will be interesting 
to see if people will be willing to pay for something they never 
had to pay for in the past. 

Hughes: I think that's particularly true with younger people 
and all of us who have come to expect free information on the 
web. And I don’t think people will pay for information on the 
web because there is so much for free. So I don’t know what the 
economic model is, because clearly, advertising sales on web- 
sites don’t generate the kind of revenue we need. 

SEE: If newspapers and mass media outlets do dwindle, then, 
who will be the watchdogs in society to ensure politicians don't 
run wild? Who will pay for the investigative reporters who can 
zero in on one thing for months and all of a sudden have the 
biggest story of the year? 

Hughes: That is a serious worry. Who is going to fund that 
investigative journalism, because it is expensive? 

Lye: Some websites have taken that on and have set up inves-

printing press, we are probably at the biggest revolution in the 
way that information is delivered in the history of journalism 
So do I think, in a relative context, is there a future for jour 
nalists? I think the answer is yes. But what will that look like 
and who these journalists will work for is a pretty open ques- 
tion. There is a real threat from two things: loss of readership to 
the web and other sources and declining ad revenue. Journalism 
is getting killed. But something will replace the current model, 
some other way of delivering news. The recession will end. But 
it is worrisome that as the situation appears to worsen for the 
prospects of a successful and happy career as a journalist, the 
best and the brightest young people will be dissuaded from pur 
suing it.

And like Beers says, the overhead costs of printing a paper 
and trucking it around the city makes adjusting to quick chang- 
es in the market difficult. That's why he says The Tyee will never 
become a print-Internet hybrid, because the website is always an 
afterthought to the print version. :

GOVERNMENT FUNDED 

One of the more controversial ideas for rescuing newspapers 
floated recently is a federal bailout of media companies. But 
journalists are generally wary of any government funding for 
large media companies, Welch says. Even if there were no im- 
proper directives from the PMO, the public would still be left 
~ with an impression of favouritism, and journalists would feel 
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a chill. 

“Rather than bailing companies out, maybe what we should 
be doing is creating a pool of funds that will actually create a 
new business model,” suggests Marco Adria, a communications 
professor at the University of Alberta. Authors of books have 
similar funds, That would ensure that journalists are still able to

do their work freely, and retain their jobs. The fund could also 
depend on donations from the community, just like The Tyee’s 
election coverage fund.

They can 
figure out their business model just like everyone else. 

“It's hard for government to support the current newsroom 
model because of the concerns Welch brought up, but that 
doesn't mean the government doesn't have a role to play. He 
likes the idea of a grant system like the one currently in place for

Asan avid, maybe even excessive TV 
viewer, I do not miss the old days of 
the two-channel universe. Today’s 
TV is so far superior in both quality 
and quantity to the TV of my youth, 
it hardly seems like the same me- 
dium. 

But there is one aspect of olden- 
days TV that outdoes anything we 
have today: local content. Aside from 
newscasts, there is no local content 
anymore. 

Thanks to the money-saving ho- 
mogenization of television and the 
ubiquity of Sniffles and Simpsons re- 
runs, local TV has been wiped clean 
of every last vestige of individual 
personality. 

Remember a station called CFRN? 
It's still there, sort of, but now it's 
called CTV Edmonton, which looks 
exactly the same as CTV Anywhere. 
Remember CITV? It’s still around 
too, but now it’s called Global, which 





looks exactly the same as Global 
Anyplace. 

Edmonton today has four local sta- 
tions, but my guess is the four com- 
bined don’t produce as much local 
TV as CFRN did in the 1960s. For 
that entire decade, Edmonton was 
a two-station town: CFRN (born 
in 1954) and CBXT (1961). It took 
until 1974 to get a new local station 
(CITV) 

From a kids’ point of view, how- 
ever, there was only one channel 
CFRN, which produced hours of lo- 
cal TV. Most of it was aimed directly 
at kids, and even the stuff that wasn’t 
was still happily juvenile

Every kid in Edmonton watched 
CFRN's local programs, and the fa- 
vourite of mini-Edmontonians was 
an afternoon show called Popcorn 
Playhouse, 90 minutes of goofiness 
broadcast every weekday. 

How big was Popcorn Playhouse? 
Let me put it this way. Popcorn Play- 
house was to Edmonton kids what 
The Krusty the Klown Show is to 
Springfield kids. At4 p.m., Edmonton 
kids would gather around the TV and 
turn on Channel 3, just the way Bart 
and Lisa tune in Channel 6. Instead 


ike Eric was the man. The interviews 
with the kids were hardly in-depth 
— name, age, school, likes, dislikes, 
then onto the next kid — but you 
were ON TELEVISION! 

Popcorn Playhouse was the big- 
gest kids’ show on CFRN, but not 
the only one. Saturdays featured two 
other “classic” programs: Kiddies on 
Kamera and Kids’ Bids. Kiddies on 
Kamera, most often hosted by avun- 
cular longtime CFRN staffer Ed Kay, 
was a talent show featuring local 
kids. I'm sure many Edmonton kids 


tentatively raised their hands to bid 
on items. 

I'm trying to picture exactly what 
the appeal of this program was, and 
I'm coming up with nothing. But we 
watched it nonetheless. 

Perhaps the best of all CFRN pro- 
grams was one that wasn't aimed di- 
rectly at kids, but had a major young 
audience all the same. I guess the best 
way to describe The Noon Show was 
to say that it was a variety program. 
The hosts, a rotation that included 
€d Kay and a lanky fellow named

Norris McLean, wore loud Hawaiian

There was even a house band, the 
legendary Gaby Haas and The Barn 
Dance Gang, who played just the kind 
of music you'd expect from a band 
named Gaby Haas and The Barn 
Dance Gang. For kids, the highlight 
was the daily airing of The Three 
Stooges. Inspired by the Stooges, we 
would meet on the playground and 
promptly poke each other's eyes 

The CBC didn't contribute much as 
far as | can recall, although I do have 
a vivid recollection of CBC supper 
time news parading the participants 
in the Miss Nude Edmonton Pageant 
sometime in the 1970s, just as they 
would appear in the pageant — nude 
Does anyone else remember this, or 
was it just my fevered teenage brain 
at work? 

Alas, aside from hours of news, lo- 
cally made TV is no more 

I'm not saying Popcorn Playhouse 
was brilliant television, or that Kid- 
dies on Kamera was anything more 
than a low-rent showcase of mod- 
estly talented children, or that either 
show would hold the attention of 
today's short-attention-span genera- 
tion. 

But as bad as it was, and as cheap 
as it was, it was a part of Edmonton. 
It was ours.

Being one who has_ occasion- 
ally dipped his toe into the “blogo- 
phere,” it may be odd to hear me say 
that I'm tired of hearing about how 
social media is going to supplant its 
traditional counterparts. Particularly 
in light of the newspaper industry’s 
ngoing difficulties, social media’s 
ore breathless advocates have been 
reating the potential collapse of pa- 
ers like the Journal with indiffer- 
nce — or even triumph — because 
in their view, social media will or al- 


oot!) Their argument, boiled down, 
that we're witnessing the evolu- 
ion of Neanderthal journalism into 
form of newsgathering that lacks a 


is simply going to replace traditional 
media as a vehicle for the delivery 
of news content, while his more 
enthusiastic counterpart will argue 
that journalism itself will become ir- 
relevant. A fact often overlooked by 
those making the latter argument is 
that journalism is not a hobby. It is 
a job, and as with many jobs, it has 
certain aspects that aren't that fun, 
which is why people are paid to do 
it. Undoubtedly there are those who 
do primary journalistic research and 
disseminate the results in readable 
format for funsies, but their work is 
typically conducted within the con- 
straints of their interests, schedule, 
and ethics. This work is often enter- 
taining, interesting, and valuable, but 
a dispersed smattering of individuals 
with varying levels of commitment 
and professionalism is not a solid 
foundation upon which an institu- 
tion as important and powerful as 
the press can be built. Put another 


way, a press that operates at the. 


mercy.of going for supper at moms 
house — or working at jobs that pro- 
vide a livelihood — is not much of a 
press at all. 


Social media advocates would point 
out that while my arguments may 
have some validity, they are increas- 
ingly irrelevant as the number of 
content providers increases (which 
they would argue is practically inevi- 
table, given social media's practically 
nonexistent barriers to entry). The 
idea is that the aggregate of these 
individuals’ labours will be a diverse 
journalistic environment equal or 
superior to what is currently on of- 
fer. Not everyone has the inclination 
or ability to sit through a public ac- 
counts committee meeting and then 
write about it for free, but someone 
does. It's really just a matter of get- 
ting those someones hooked up to 
some sort of social media platform. 

This makes some sense in theory, 
but in practice I'm left thinking, by 
way of metaphor, that if a frog had 
wings it wouldn't bump its ass when 
it hopped. Edmonton does not lack 
any gaps in news coverage for citi- 
zen journalists to exploit, nor does 
it have any shortage of Internet- 
connected computers. What it lacks 
— justifiably and unsurprisingly — —is 
an interest among its citizens to do 
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hard work for no compensation. I 
don’t think social media is capable of 
changing this. 

Less enthusiastic social media 
advocates shy away from asserting 
that the practice of journalism as we 
know it will be made irrelevant by so- 
cial media, and take the more moder- 
ate path of arguing that social media 
will replace traditional media outlets 
as the channel through which jour- 
nalism is propagated to its consum- 
ers. That social media tools could be 
applied in an environment that gen- 
erates the revenue required to fund 
journalism is an entirely reasonable 
proposition, and indeed there are 
already examples: of this. The ques- 
tion, however, is if at this point the 
distinction between social media and 
traditional media is relevant. 

If Paula Simons starts a Facebook 
page and posts her columns there, 
is that substantially different from 
reading them on the Journal's web- 
site? Aside from their target audi- 
ence, are links posted by the Journal's 
‘Twitter account meaningfully differ-

no doubt that an increasing percent- 
age of the news content produced 
by traditional media outlets is being 
consumed in an electronic format, 
but the model is fundamentally the 
same: journalists produce news, a 
company publishes them alongside 
ads they get paid to place, and con- 
sumers read the content and hope- 
fully a few ads along the way. From 
the perspective of the consumer, the 
differences are cosmetic. 

Reading this, one might get the 
idea I think social media is, in gen- 
eral, a waste of time. Although in 
some forms it has undoubtedly taken 
time-wasting to previously unknown 
heights, there is a valuable role it 
can play in the ongoing exchange 
between producers and consumers — 
of journalism. Community building, 
accessibility, and personalization are 
but a few areas in which social media

| was a first-year journalism student 
when | got my first byline in SEE 
Magazine.

A little over 10 years ago, a young 
¢monton man I'll call “F” was being 
vestigated by the police regarding 
alleged sexual assault. They de- 
ded to visit his home (he lived with 
parents) to gather some evidence. 
ey did not have a warrant. 

F wasn't home, but his mother was. 
© police told her that they were 
oking for items of F's clothing they 
buld use for a DNA analysis, and 
plained the implications. A help- 
ll mother, she agreed, and led the 
‘cers to F's room. The door was 
sed but not locked. They entered, 
lected a pair of F's boxer shorts, 
d left. 

\s there had been a warrantless 








search of F’s room, the question at 
trial became: “Did F have a reason- 
able expectation of privacy regarding 
the boxer shorts?” If yes, the ques- 
tion would become: “Was the police 
search an unreasonable intrusion 
into that privacy?” If no, then the 
analysis would end right then and 
there. 

In a 1996 decision called R. v, Ed 
wards, Supreme Court of Canada 
Justice Peter Cory established the 
test for whether a reasonable expec- 
tation of privacy exists. Although the 
“totality of circumstances” are to be 
considered, Cory played favourites 

Concerns that “may” be consid- 
ered, he wrote, include whether the 
subject was present at the time of the 
search; whether they were in pos 
session or control of the property or 
place searched; whether they owned 
the property or place; the histori- 
cal use of the property or item; the 
subject's ability to regulate access to 
the place; the existence of a subjec- 
tive expectation of privacy; and the 
objective reasonableness of that ex- 
pectation. 

Edwards had been arrested on a 
drug charge. The drugs were later 
found in his girlfriend’s apartment, 
but as Edwards was found not to 


‘have a reasonable expectation of pri- 


vacy in his girlfriend's apartment, he 
himself was found not to. have been 
subject to a Charter violation — this

(Landlords are entitled to enter an 
apartment without notice or consent 
only in an emergency. In all other 
circumstances — including repairs, 
pest control, or to show the space to 
a prospective renter — they can en- 
ter without consent but with at least 
24 hours’ written notice. The notice 
must indicate when and for how long 
entry will be made, and for what pur- 
pose.)

Municipal bureaucrats have suggested that, | 
as part of the plan to balance the city books, 
councillors could cut $2.1 million currently 
set aside for improvements to bus service.

But the city 
cannot afford to let basic public transit 
service slip any further than it already has.

j After well over a year of writing 
for SEE Magazine, I'm still a little 
shocked that a woman in her early 
20s can be publishing articles about 
wine and beverage alcohol — and get- 
ting paid for it — given the current 
abysmal state of the publishing in- 
dustry. 

F Like everything in newspapers and 
magazines these days, the wine col- 
umn is in some degree of danger, but 
what about the rest of the wine pub- 
lishing industry? Well, for starters, 
let's take a look at the current state 
of affairs. 

Wine hasn’t been in the public 
| spotlight for very long — not to the 
extent it is now, at least. A few de- 
cades ago only a handful of newspa- 
pers had their own wine column, in- 
variably written by some old, crusty 
specimen with a tweed suit and 
stained teeth. But over the last cou- 
) ple decades, wine became a hot trend 

amongst a much larger segment of 
the population, especially the young 
20-somethings. The wine column 
became a household item. 

But newspaper features weren't the 

only products of wine’s newfound 


stylishness. Wine started appearing 


throughout traditional print mater 
als like books and magazines, a 
as all over the Internet. The dissemi 
nation of wine information Spread 
quickly and furiously 

There are a handful of interna 


tionally respecte d wine authors who 
have published seminal books on 
modern wine; Jancis Robinson and 
Hugh Johnson come to mind in par 
ticular, for their Oxford Companion 
to Wine and World Atlas of Wine, 
respectively. In the magazine world, 
Wine Spectator’s host of tasters and 
columnists certainly dominates.

When first I visited Kamil’s Turkish 
Café several months back, it was 
lacking a certain splendour. The food 
was quite good, as | recall, but the 
ambience was somewhere between 
donair shop and Turkish drop-in 
centre with the anomalous touch of 
two Indonesian ladies running the 
place while Kamil presumably lurked 
behind the door labeled “Employees 
Only.” 

Kamil’s has since undergone some 
kind of transformation, losing the 
institutional furniture, smudged 
walls, and highly random decorative 
touches, mainly made out of paper 
or tinsel.

“There goes my ADD again!” laughs 
Isis, frontwoman for the Canadian 
dance-rap duo Thunderheist. At 
first, I think she’s just indulging in 
a little self-deprecating humour, but 
as our interview continues, I realize 
that she meant that comment liter- 
ally. She’s funny, she's friendly, and 
as anyone who's listened to Thun- 
derheist's self-titled debut CD can 
tell you, she’s a tremendously sly, 
sexy, fun presence behind the mic — 
but she couldn't stick to a subject for 
five minutes if you held a gun to her 
head. When I spoke to her, she and 
Thunderheist DJ Grahm Zilla had 
just returned from South by South- 
west, the massive film and music fes- 
tival in Austin, Texas, and it's a won- 
der all the stimulation didn’t frazzle 
her permanently. 

“South by Southwest can destroy 
you!” she says. “You have to be very 
smart to not let it destroy you. You 
need at least a week of recovery time 
Hey, have you seen Wanted?” 

€r ... you mean the Angelina Jolie 
movie? 

“Yeah. You know those recovery 
baths?” (She's talking about the 
scenes in Wanted where the main 
characters, who belong to a team 
of hired assassins with vaguely su- 
pernatural powers, sit in tubs full of 
milky liquid that magically heals any 
wounds or broken bones or gunshots 
they may have acquired during their 


latest assignment.) “That's what | 


needed after South by Southwest. 
1 was bruised on my thighs from 
crowdsurfing and falling. It's ground 
zero. It's a whole lot of rock-and- 
rollers and a whole lot of alcohol 
and a whole lot of barbecue. | mean, 
this is a bad idea! Who came up with 
this idea anyway? I want to get that 
guy. Give him my medical bill! Ha! 
But it was great. I met Perez Hilton, | 
met Kanye West — he’s an asshole in 
real life too. And you get to see how 
the other half lives. Oh! I was on 
Fashion Television too. I was really 
excited about that — I almost cried 
I was like, ‘I’ve finally made it! Fash- 
ion Television is interested in the fact 
that I’m actually breathing!” 

Are you keeping up? If not, Isis 
understands — she happily admits 
that without Grahm Zilla around, 
she has a tendency to ramble. “I’m 
winging it!” she says cheerfully. “I 
try not to overthink things. Grahm’s 
the perfectionist. We're a package 
deal — nothing's sold separately. He 
brings structure into my life. I'd be 
wandering naked in the desert, given 
half a chance. He keeps me grounded 
and stable and productive and keeps 
me away from all those things that 
can destroy you in this fucking in- 
dustry. I’m a free spirit — I’m going 
to be one of those hippie moms their 
kids are going to hate. ‘If they want 
to go streaking, let them run free!’ 
Maybe I'll get a puppy first and see 
how that goes.” 

It's hard to know which half of 
Thunderheist is responsible for the 
genius way they've marketed them- 
selves. It would seem to take a whole 
lot of savvy Grahm-style calculation 
to generate the level of press cover- 
age that Thunderheist received a full 
year before their album was even re- 
leased, or to place their song “Jerk It” 
on the soundtrack of The Wrestler. 











But Isis chalks it all up to dumb luck. 
(“We were fumbling around in the 
dark!” she says.) They were lucky, 
she says, to have a MySpace page 
back when MySpace hadn't gotten 
oversaturated and could still break a 
band, and they got lucky again when 
they decided to hold a fan contest to 
create a video for “Jerk It” — and one 
of the submissions turned out to be 
one of the most attention-getting 
clips of recent years. 

How to describe the awesomeness 
of the “Jerk It” video? The concept 
is simple but elusive on the page: we 
see tantalizing slow-motion close-ups 
of various parts of a young woman's 
body — the sinews of her arm slowly 
flexing, her legs and shoulders jig-

Campuses across Ontario,” Lambke 
says. “They were afternoon shows 
and there were speakers talking 
about energy conservation, not using 
bottled water — some of the simpler 


things that individuals can do to ef 
fect environmental change. Part of 
the way they were trying to get people 
out to these events was to have bands 
play. We didn’t want to do a raucous 
punk rock set in that context, so we 
worked out a few quieter, or maybe 
more palatable versions of some of 
our songs. And that's essentially the 
set that we ended up recording for 
Too Slow for Love.’ : 

Lambke admits the new EP may 
be a sign that the group is matur ing 
perhaps inevitably, after 10 years of 
playing together. But he’s also quick 
to remind me that Constantines have 
always tried to be more than a one 
trick pony. 

“We still really love playing loud 
punk rock and running around and 
getting sweaty, for sure,” he says 
“But we do like to do other things 
as well. | guess there was an attempt 
[with Too Slow for Love] to show 
that we're maybe more versatile than 
some people think we are, But the 
people that like our band know that 
we've always done those other things 
and included those other kinds of 
songs on our records.” 

That cryptic nod to “some people” 
is a reference to a recurring criti- 
cism I brought up earlier from some 
reviews of Kensington Heights — 
namely, that the band’s once-jarring 
sound had now become overly famil- 
iar, and that their records were no 
longer surprising.

Listening to songwriter Eliza Gilky- 
son speak about her music is like 
listening to an environmental en- 
gineer passionately talk about the 
metaphysical properties of microbial 
biotechnology. There's a structured 
formality about it that often goes 
over my head, but at the same time, 
Gilkyson doesn't talk at me, she talks 
to me, inviting me in to the world 
of her humanitarian ideas. Plus, if 
there's one thing I find refreshing, 
it’s somebody sincerely talking about 
something they love as if it were out 
of their control. 

“T get up every day and I feel that 
my work is at one with my desire 
to facilitate a deeper understand- 
ing of where we are in history and 
who we are,” Gilkyson says. “And 
even talking to someone like you, | 
feel like I'm doing something about 


it. But make no mistake: it’s not that 
I'm not helpful, but my hit on reality 
right now is that it is too late for us to 
float through what is coming. I think 
we should start emotionally prepar- 
ing for what is coming so that we can 
be of service instead of just freaked 
out by it.” 

Gilkyson’s talking about how hu- 
man beings are going to adapt to 
the changes we are forcing on our 
planet, and in her new album Beau- 
tiful World, she portrays us as both 
the cause of these problems and 
their solution. She mixes pragmatic 
optimism with pessimistic realism 
within each song. Yes, that's a lot 
to chew but when you have such a 
vast body of work like Gilkyson, your 
ideas tend to mature alongside your 
technical abilities. 

“Over time, writing songs is a pro- 
cess for me,” Gilkyson says. “Be it a 
process of me working through an 
emotional state or I’m trying to di- 
gest a lot of information on a topic 
and I’m trying to turn it into some- 
thing. There is always a process go- 
ing on that has a cathartic sense to 
it and that catharsis is in every one 
of my records. It's pushing the enve- 
lope about what it is you know and 


understanding the world around 
you. It's pushing yourself to learn 
more and be more self-aware. If I’m 
not challenging myself, I start to get 
restless and | feel stuck. Fortunate- 
ly, I have a busy mind that needs to 
be working.” 

Some may not care for Gilky- 
son's folksy ways. She may just 
sound like another hippie singing 
about hippie things while spew- 
ing starry-eyed “save the world” 
rhetoric. But when you have peo- 
ple like Joan Baez and Steve Earle 
naming Gilkyson their contempo- 
rary, it behooves you to take her 
seriously. 

“The end is the start of something 
new,” Gilkyson says. “Everything 
from economics to agriculture, we 
are going to have to change these 
Patriarchy, white 
capitalism 


bigger systems 
supremacy, corporate 
— all these things are systems that 
are done with. What we have to do 
it look at what is going to take their 
place and how we are going to deal 
with the collapse of those things. 
Other people may see me as a bit 
doom-and-gloomy but. the way I 
see it is that this is a world worth 
fighting for.”

House is spiritual, trance is mind- 
expanding, but techno is the genre 
of electronic music that possesses 
the most geek cachet. High-minded 
early iterations by Detroit pioneers 
Juan Atkins and Rick Davis were in- 
Spired by the writings of Alvin Tof- 
fler, who predicted a postindustrial 
future where information was the 
main currency. Germany's Kraftwerk 
merely dressed up as (and sang songs 
about) robots. 

Today, Canada’s biggest techno 
showcase is Montreal's annual Mutek 
estival (it's as cosmopolitan as the 
&stival International de Jazz, only 
More bleepity-bloopity), which will 
g marking its 10th anniversary this 
May. To celebrate, Mutek is mount- 
ing its first-ever cross-Canada tour, 
he Edmonton leg will feature live 
PA sets from The Mole, Inkwell, and 
‘linker, and DJ sets from Forafee and 
Shout Out Out Out Out's Nik 7 and 
“ycie Jayce.

“Techno isn’t as austere or snooty 
People might think,” says Mutek 
ontent manager Dimitri Nasrallah. 


“In the past, the people who liked 
techno tended to have more of an 
academic background or sensibil- 
ity, and that reputation really hung 
around to almost overshadow it. But 
Mutek is really about breaking down 
stereotypes about ‘techno’ and mak- 
ing it more inclusive. A producer like 
The Mole is a good example; he's re- 
ally influenced by soul and disco and 
is one of the funkier guys going. | 
think people will be surprised by how 
accessible it is.” 

Well, people from around here any- 
way. Aside from a few pockets of re- 
sistance, like the Danksoul crew out 
of Edmonton/ Vancouver and Winni- 
peg’s send + receive festival, techno 
remains a relatively unknown quan- 
tity in Western Canada. (Mutek has a 
bigger following in places like Boston 
and New York, as well as techno epi- 
centres like Berlin.)

True to its roots, Mutek has un- 
dergone changes of its own over the 
years. After he joined Mutek in 2003, 
Nasrallah and the festival’s small 
team of organizers soon found them- 
selves at a pivotal juncture. “It was a 
dilemma,” Nasrallah says. “In 2005, 
all of electronic music sort of hit a 
wall creatively. It was the post-rave 
era, when the scene was still shrug-

“Bach’s music is like an endless, 
mysterious, and mystical submarine 
vista: regardless of how many times 
you study it, it'll always reveal more 
details.” 

I enjoy Josephine van Lier's in- 
genious similes. Not only are they 
spot-on, giving you an almost tac- 
tile feel for what she wishes to con- 
vey, but they also help you visual- 
ize that ephemeral phenomenon:

Van Lier is at The Sugarbowl, 
having lured me there with tales of 
their famous cinnamon buns, to chat 
about her latest enterprise: perform 
ing J.S. Bach's six Violoncello Suites 
on four different cellos, the whole 
cycle presented several times over 
in various Edmonton venues. It has 
never been done this way, not here, 
not in Canada, not anywhere else 
Epic! But again, why. on Earth play 





these works on four different instru- 
ments? Is one not enough? 

“Not at all!” she protests. “Look — 
each instrument influences your in- 
terpretation in a different way.” 

The scheme all started when van 
Lier, a musician of inquisitive curi- 
osity and rich imagination, decided 
to acquire a new cello made not of 
the usual wood, but of black car- 
bon fibre, which gives the instru- 
ment a distinctive look and, more 
importantly, a unique timbre. Then, 
as if in a horror story, the black 
cello soon began dragging van Lier 
into its own dark reality. Its attrac- 
tive, sexy tone and immediate re- 
sponse to her touch proved quite 
alluring. “I noticed that my inter- 
pretations would now be negoti- 
ated according to the instrument's 
‘whims,’ which I found challenging, 
but also a tad disturbing,” she says, 
pausing dramatically before exclaim- 
ing, “And I had to do something 
about it!” 

Eventually, Josephine found herself 
the happy owner of four instruments: 
the aforementioned black carbon fi- 
bre; ary 1870 French cello which she 
owned already; a modern replica of 
a Baroque Italian cello, and a violon- 
cello piccolo, a five-stringed (as op- 
posed to the standard four-stringed)

instrument. The piccolo, which, as 
the name implies, is smaller than 
the others, is of particular interest, 
as many believe Bach intended the 
sixth of his suites to be played upon 
it, its highest, fifth string making it 
much easier to produce the pieces’ 
abundant upper tones 

“Having four cellos broadened my 
options and whetted my appetite,” 
van Lier admits. “I wanted to use 
them for something both challeng- 
ing and instructive. And then illumi- 
nation: Bach!” 

The legendary Catalonian cel- 
list Pablo Casals rediscovered the 
score and in 1925, he became the 
first musician to play it since Bach's 
time. The great Dutch virtuoso An- 
ner Bijlsma initiated the current 
tradition of interpreting these mas- 
terpieces in a manner as close to 
Bach's as possible. But what about 
van Lier?

Movie critic Sean Means keeps a 
list. Ask him about it, and he'll laugh 
darkly and refer to the nickname he’s 
acquired as a result of it: “the Grim 
Reaper of film criticism.” 

The 
though. Means, who reviews films 
for the Salt Lake Tribune in Utah, 


isn’t killing off film critics; he’s 


sobriquet is inaccurate, 


merely documenting a troubling 
trend that began in 2006, when a 
cluster of high-profile veteran movie 
critics at various print publications 
were either reassigned, bought out, 
or laid off altogether: Kevin Thomas 
at the Los Angeles Times, Jami Ber- 
nard at the New York Daily News, 
Dennis Lim and Michael Atkinson at 
the Village Voice. And the disappear- 
ances didn’t stop: in 2007, Michael 
Wilmington quit the Chicago Tri 
bune, Jonathan Rosenbaum retired 
from the Chicago Reader, Eleanor 
Ringel Gillespie took a buyout from 
the Atlanta 
and a host of lower-profile regional 


Journal-Constitution, 


critics from places like Houston, De- 
troit, Tampa, and Minneapolis-St 
Paul all vanished as well. 

That was the year Means began 
keeping a list of “The Departed” on 
his blog, “The Movie Cricket.” Right 
now, there are 50 names on the ev- 
er-growing list, which in retrospect 
seems like a harbinger of the troubled 
state of the newspaper industry as a 
whole. When time came for budgets 
to be slashed, local movie critics (and 
arts journalists in general) seemed 
like some of the most expendable 
people on the staff. 

“The bean-counters always go 
with the idea that local news report- 





ing is their bread and butter and that 
arts coverage and feature wmiting is 
a luxury,” Means says. “But I tend 
to think the opposite is true. In any 
substantial market, you can go any- 
where to find out where the accident 
was or where the robbery took place. 
Everybody covers that. 

“I think the thing that makes a 
newspaper unique are columnists, 
critics, editorial writers, that sort of 
thing. And arts criticism is a big part 
of that — you don't get arts criticism 
on TV stations. This is an area where 
newspapers can excel and be unique 
— and not just locally, but nationally 
as well. People come to the Tribune 
site from all over the country to read 
movie reviews.” (Here in Edmonton, 
I feel compelled to note, SEE Maga- 
zine is the only publication with an 
The 


Journal and the Sun use syndicated 


all-local team of film critics 


reviews, and Vue Weekly's lead critic 
Josef Braun, lives in Toronto.) 

Means, who's been the Tribune’s 
film critic for 16 years and their film 
blogger for the last three and a half, 
bristles at the notion that syndicated 
movie reviewers can do the job just as 
well as a local writer. For one thing, 
Means says, those syndicated reviews 
tend to be either wire reviews written 
in a homogenized, generic style that 
adds little to the conversation about a 
particular films; or they’re written by 
a critic based in New York, Los An- 
geles, or Chicago and whose mindset 
inevitably feels disconnected from 
readers in other regions of the coun- 
try. And can newspapers afford to let 
their readers feel even more discon- 
nected from them? 

“Another thing that concerns me,” 
Means says, “is that there is home- 
grown, regional cinema all over the 
country that is never going to get 
covered in the New York Times un-

til it reaches a certain critical mass 
And that critical mass doesn’t hap- 
pen unless the regional critic takes 
up the cause and starts writing about 
it. Here in Salt Lake City, for in- 
stance, we have a thriving subgenre 
of Mormon-themed films, a few of 
which filtered out to other parts of 
the country largely because I and 
other critics in Salt Lake paid atten- 
tion to them. That wouldn't happen 
if my paper just ran wire reviews.” 
Means says every addition to 
his list pains him — many of those 
names represent friends and ac- 
quaintances — but he was especially 
puzzled by the Los Angeles Daily 
News’ decision to drop critic Glenn 
Whipp from their roster in Decem- 


ber, and then reassign critic Bob 
Strauss in February. “For a paper in 
a media capital like Los Angeles not 
to have a movie critic is astonishing,” 
Means says. “In Los Angeles, that's 
not just a luxury; movies are your 
leading export. Movies are a business 
story, it’s a lifestyle story. If you're a 
paper in Los Angeles and you're not 
covering that, then you've forfeited a 
large part of the territory that you're 
never going to get back.” 

The unavoidable question at the 
end of all this is how long Means 
thinks it'll be before his own name 
gets added to his list. He says he feels 
reasonably secure — his blog is one 
of the Tribune’s most popular online 
features, and he spearheads the pa- 


per's extensive coverage of the Sun 
dance Film Festival, which practically 
happens in the paper's backyard 

“The higher-ups tell us we're fine 
Means says. “But that’s no differ. 
ent from any other paper anywhere 
from here to Tierra del Fuego — ev 
erything’s great, until it’s not great 
But if you look at the papers who cut 
these film critic positions early or 
you'll see that they’ve had to keep 
on making cuts. Whatever the sup- 
posed benefit of that would be didn! 
take. So I think maybe they've real: 
ized too late that what they gained 1 
short-term savings is offset by whe! 
they’ve lost.” 

Take it from the Grim Reaper. If 
he's not an expert on loss, who is?

Guerrillas In The Mist 


CHE GUEVARA SUFFERS A 
SLOW, GRINDING BOLIVIAN 
DEFEAT IN PART TWO OF 
STEVEN SODERBERGH’S EPIC

All right, where were we? 

When last we checked in on the 
hero of Steven Soderbergh’s Che, 
it was early in 1959. The Battle of 
Santa Clara had been won, thanks in 
no small part to Guevara's able com- 
mand of a small, outnumbered band 
of rebel fighters, preparing the way 
for Castro to roll victoriously into 
Havana and seize the reins of power. 
We also got a few brief glimpses of 
Che Guevara, now a blazing symbol 
of left-wing revolt, during his 1964 
visit to New York to address the 
United Nations. 

As Part Two of Che (a.k.a. Guerril- 
la) opens, it's 1965. Soderbergh has 
changed aspect ratios and Guevara 

_ has changed his base of operations, 
knocking around Africa and Europe 
using forged documents and dis- 
guised as a middle-aged man, before 
winding up in Bolivia, where terrible 
poverty and an exploitative mining 
industry seem to provide the ideal 
conditions for Guevara to foment 
another Cuban-style uprising. And 
so, he rounds up another small band 
of guerrillas, and with a little behind- 
the-scenes assistance from Castro, 
sets up a training camp in a remote 
patch of Bolivian forest. He goes by 
the codename “Ramon” these days, 


but whatever you call him, when 
you've got the famous Che Guevara 
on your side, victory seems assured 

The key word there is “seems.” 
Guerrilla spends its 135-minute run- 
ning time minutely documenting how 
the Bolivian campaign went wrong 
The reasons for the rebellion’s failure 
are simple enough to summarize: the 
Bolivian Communist party declined 
to lend Guevara its support, while the 
CIA was only too happy to train and 
supply the Bolivian army. Plenty of 
other things went wrong too: the Bo 
livian peasant population, distrustful 
of outsiders by nature, never rallied 
behind Guevara the way the Cubans 
had; and Guevara lost his commu 
nication links to Cuba and the out- 
side world early on in the campaign, 
resulting in morale-draining food 
shortages 

As in Part One, Soderbergh’s de- 
piction of these developments is in- 
tentionally, stubbornly anti-dramat- 
ic. There isn’t a traditional dramatic 
arc to this movie, with a series of 
conventional scenes, leavened with 
colourful incidents and subplots and 
Strategically placed doses of mood- 
lightening humour, designed to pre 
pare you for an emotional climax: 
instead, Soderbergh takes you on a 
long, gruelling march through Bo- 
livia with his eyes trained solely on 
the next tree, the next hill in front 
of him 

There aren't really even any char- 
acters in this movie — Soderbergh 
makes practically no effort to differ- 
entiate the various soldiers in Gue- 
vara's company from each other, and 
even Guevara himself is a remote 
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figure whose innermost thoughts are 
kept secret from his men and the au- 
dience. He's the guy with the thickest 
beard; that’s about the most you can 
say about him. (When Guevara loses 
his cool and berates the stubborn 
mule he’s been forced to ride during 
one of his serious bouts of asthma, 
its startling precisely because it's 
one of the few scenes in the entire 


movie devoted to an 


individual's 
emotions rather than the collective 
experience. ) 

When I reviewed Part One, I said 
I'd hold off until I'd seen the whole 
thing before talking about Benicio 
Del Toro's interpretation of Gue- 
vara. But it’s a hard performance to 
evaluate even after having seen the 
complete thing — it’s so subservient 
to Soderbergh’s overall conception of 
the film that part of me wonders if

you can even call it a performance at 
all, in the ordinary sense of the word 
Del Toro reminded me, in a weird 
way, of how the non-professional 
actor Gabe Nevins functions in Gus 
Van Sant’s Paranoid Park — he's got 
the right look and the right energy, 
but the only inner iife he has is what 
the viewer projects onto him 
Guerrilla opens by showing you a 
map on which, one by one, slowly, 
systematically, the various countries 
of South America are highlighted — 
even though the movie never takes 
place in most of them and memoriz- 
ing the map won't help you under 
stand the story any better. That's Che 
in a nutshell — it reminds me of that 
hilarious moment in the audio com- 


mentary on the DVD of The Limey 
Lem Dobbs 
rails at Soderbergh for spending so

that there's a shortcut down the hill 
from the house where Peter Fonda's 
character lives. “It's your fetishistic 
nature!” he shouts. “You want to be 
very clear that there's a side stréet, 
but you don’t want any backstory 
for the human relationships or char 
acters. But goddammit, people are 
going to know there's a second way 
down that hill!” 

“Yeah,” Soderbergh coolly replies 
“I like knowing where people are. | 
don't care who they are, I just want to 
know where they are.” 

After four and a half hours of Che 
I think I wanted less “where” and 
more “who.” And maybe less Che as 
well — like the Che T-shirt stretched 
across Luis Guzman’s potbelly in The 
Limey, this movie manages to seem 
thin yet bloated at the same time.

Examined Life says, the unexamined 


| life is not worth living — so if the goal 


is to get the wheels of self-reflection 
going in as many people as possible, 
you could do a lot worse than a film 
as accessible and uniformly pleasant 
as this one 

The Winnipeg-born Taylor's ap- 
proach is at once elegantly simple 
and kind of gimmicky: she takes 
contemporary philosophers to 
places that either resonate in some 


| way with their work (Peter Singer 


discusses financial ethics and First 
World insulation while wandering 
down New York's Fifth Avenue) or 
are in some way meaningful to them 


personally (the post-Marxist Mi- 
chael Hardt takes Taylor on a row- 
boat ride in Central Park), and from 
there just lets them talk. Aside from 
one awkward early encounter with 
an insufferably self-righteous Avital 
Ronnell, Taylor keeps herself largely 
off-camera, silent. 

This hands-off method might 
partially explain why the topics un- 
der discussion differ so wildly from 
one another, though Taylor admits 
to Ronnell up front that her goal is 
breadth, not depth; the latter takes 
only semi-ironic offence when Tay- 
lor tells her each philosopher has 
only 10 minutes to get their ideas 
across. (Sometimes Examined Life 


feels more like an anthology than 
a cohesive feature film, and indeed 
Taylor has edited just such a com- 
panion collection, to be released un- 
der the same name in June.) 

Still, it's hard to fault the argument 
from accessibility when it generates 
so many nice springboards into the 
underlying questions surrounding 
today’s big issues. You have queer 
theorist Judith Butler and Sunaura 
Taylor (Astra’s sister) on what it 
means for someone in a wheelchair 
to “take a walk”; the thundering 
Marxist-Lacanian Slavoj Zizek, at a 
garbage dump, on how we ought to 
conceptualize nature and ecology; 
and Kwame Anthony Appiah on the 
true meaning of cosmopolitan. The

Gan Good Design Save Our Newspapers? 


pROBABLY NOT, BUT MAYBE 
PUBLISHING DESIGN GURU 

ROGER BLACK CAN SUGGEST 
SOME USEFUL STRATEGIES 





Why should anyone listen to what 
Roger Black has to say about the fu- 
ture of newspapers and magazines? 
Well, for one thing, he has played 

a key role in designing many of the 
most influential publications of the 
70s and ’80s: as the art director of 
Rolling Stone starting in 1976, he 
translated a countercultural sensibil- 

| ity into a mainstream publication; he 
) spent time at New York, the maga- 
7 zine that set the template for regional 
city-based lifestyle monthlies across 
North America; and he art directed 
The New York Times Magazine and 
Newsweek too before becoming a 
very highly paid freelance design 
consultant in 1987. He was there at 
the dawn of desktop publishing, hav- 
ing helped conceived Smart, the first 
national magazine created entirely 
on computers. Right now, he's work- 
















ing on redesigning the Washington 
Post, in both its print and online 
incarnations. 

The man knows. how the media 
functions — but he’s not a publisher, 
nor is he a reporter. He’s an artist, but 
4 practical sort of artist, unattached 
to old ideas, whose main concern is 
‘perfecting what he calls “the user ex- 
perience” — giving a publication or a 
Website a look and feel that delivers 
fontent to a reader in the best, most 
@ynamic way. He's in the industry, 
but not of the industry. 
“It helps, I think, to be on the out- 
Side,” he says. “I'm not working in 
trenches doing a job that was 

efined some time back and then 

ecoming alarmed that that job was 
Bither going away or changing dra- 
Miatically. It's a very human mistake, 


one that we all make, to think that the 
way things are is the way things are 
going to be for a long time to come 
And then big changes happen and 
we think those changes will stick! 


And of course, the whole history of 


human beings tells us that nothing 
lasts. Social structures and major 
political entities are fleeting! Look 
at the Republican Party — the as- 
sumption was that they were in there 
for good,” 


To Black's way of thinking, if news- 
Papers want to understand what's 
happening to their industry, they 
need to do something that daily pa 
pers have never been terribly good at 
look beyond the day’s events, beyond 
their immediate woes, and under- 
stand a complicated, hydra-headed 
process happening in society at large. 
“Change is happening, but it's much 
more complicated than ‘Craigslist 
is stealing our advertising!’ or ‘The 
Internet is stealing our readers!”” 
he says. “I think what's happening is 
that society has become more com- 
plex and diverse. The mass media 
was built up around a monolithic, 
homogenous, upwardly mobile, con- 
sumerist, middle-class society — that 
was their base. But that ‘old white 
guy’ majority is becoming a minority 
in a lot of places. And once you tin- 
ker with the basis of the mass media, 
the media is no longer mass 

“And another thing that's happened 
is the proliferation of channels, in 
the broad sense of the word — every- 
one’s not watching the same shows 
or reading the same publications 
anymore, and also advertisers want 
to focus their messages on people 
who will actually respond to them. 
It's a much more complicated game 
for them now. The whole mass-me- 
dia system of the last 30 years, with 
publishing essentially functioning as

a subset of the advertising business, 
has collapsed.” 

But what will replace it? Black isn't 
sure blogs and websites, as they're 
currently designed, are necessarily 
the ideal solution — he compares the 
person hunched over his laptop read- 
ing an article online to the chicken 
at the state fair pecking, pecking, 
pecking and getting a little kernel of 
corn as its reward. He's more excited 
by projects like Flyp (www.flypme- 
dia.com), a general-interest online 
magazine some of his colleagues in 
Mexico have developed that com- 
bines the format and “flip-through- 
ability” of a print magazine with the 
sticky, hyperlinked, Flash-animated 
dynamism of the web. (It's probably 
not a coincidence that the maga- 
zine’s name is the first four letters 





of “flypaper.”) 

Black doesn’t think design alone 
can Save newspapers — just two years 
ago, after all, he did a major redesign 
on the Rocky Mountain News, which 
went out of business a year later. But 
he does think that there's something 
about the inherent design of a news- 
paper, above and beyond anything he 
or anyone in his profession bring to 
it, that will always survive. 

“If you look at the long history of 
architecture,” “there are a 
number of forms — the portico, the 
arch, the bay window — that crop up 
again and again and that people find 
comforting and useful. And | think 
the page is one of those forms. It's 
the ideal size for what the eye can 
take in, and it's much older than 
printing; the Babylonians, the Egyp- 


he says, 





ns) 


tians, the Romans all had pages. All 
this stuff morphs around. There will 
still be movies, there will still be ra- 
dio programs, and there will still be 
pages.” 

And maybe that’s the best reason 
why we should listen to Roger Black: 
he's comforting. After all, if a rest- 
less forward thinker like him thinks 
newspapers will survive, maybe the 
medium isn’t doomed after all. 

“People are still going to want news, 
they're going to want authority, they 
want great writing, great pictures, 
great video. The thing that worries 
me is whether these businesses can 
do the change management in the 
meantime. But if newspapers can 
just hold on and wait for the technol- 
ogy strategies to catch up with them, 
I think there's a future for them.”

€xit, Pursued by Bard opens quietly 
on a pair of janitors sweeping the 






















theatre stage. This isn’t the opening 
one would expect for an evening of 
Shakespearean-themed sketches, 
scenes, and monologues, but the 
recurring characters (played with 
great energy by Matt Alden and 
Natasha Napoleao) are playwright 
David Belke’s way of demonstrating 
the universal cultural foothold of 
Shakespeare. 

Going from Shakespeare haters to 
Shakespeare lovers to, well, just plain 
lovers over the course of the evening, 
Alden and Napoleao get to showcase 
one of the night's most jubilant pieces 
of “writing,” a love scene consisting 
only of well-known phrases from the 
bard's repertoire, a few used literally, 


but most for the bawdy fun of double 
entendres. (“What a piece of work 
is a man!”) This high point demon 
strates Belke’s goals with Exit: to en 
gage with the work of Shakespeare 
to show his continuing cultural prev- 
alence, and above all, to have fun 
Each of the four cast members 
steps up to the schizophrenic task 
of performing 19 scenes between 
them, but none as sublimely as Tom 
Edwards. In

This Alpert kid (he had only just 
turned 18) pulled an asshole move — 
the gaping asshole of moves — and he 
owes his girlfriend, her friends, and 
her family an apology, restitution, 
and a pound of flesh. (And I mean 
that pound.) A just, proportionate 
punishment might involve, say, nude 
pictures of Alpert being displayed 
on a billboard in Times Square. For 
a year. Instead, Alpert was convicted 
of distributing child porn and “sen- 
tenced to five years probation and 
required by Florida law to register as 
a sex offender,” CNN reports. “You 
will find me on the registered sex of- 
fender list next to people who have 
raped children, molested kids, things 
like that,” Alpert told CNN. 

A message for concerned parents, 
outraged school officials, and teen- 
sex-obsessed prosecutors: we re gon- 
na have to either make it illegal for 
teenagers to own camsphonescom- 
puters, or we're gonna have to give 
them drugs to delay the onset of pu- 
berty until after they’re 18. If we're 
unable or unwilling to do those things 
— technology is hard to contain, and 
delaying puberty could have unwel- 
come health consequences (although 
it would have spared Levi Johnston's 
DNA from the ignominy of mixing 
with the Palins’) — then the inter- 
section of horny teens and newer 
technologies is going to require us 
to rethink the simplistic application 
of laws that criminalize the posses- 
sion and distribution of sexty (ugh) 
pictures, particularly in cases where 
they were created by teenagers, for 
teenagers. 


Yes, Alpert was a douchebag; yes, 
it was wrong for him to forward 
that picture to embarrass and hu- 
miliate his girlfriend. But if Alpert 
is a child pornographer and a sex 
offender, so are millions of today’s 
teenagers. They're all e-mailing each 
other pictures of their junk. Making 
an example of one unlucky asshole 
who got caught isn’t going to stop 
teenagers from sexting each other 
any more than making an example 
of hundreds of thousands of. unlucky 
pot smokers stopped people from 
smoking pot. 

Okay, TIA, on to your question: 
While it’s normal to contemplate, 
even obsess about, something you 
know is wrong, secretly videotap- 
ing your roommate, even if she’s 
“in your space,” isn’t just an as- 
shole move. It's an illegal move in 
most places, and the consequences 
for asshole moves involving digi- 
tal images, as illustrated above, can 
be dire. And until submitting to 
video surveillance is widely under- 
stood to be a known risk of sleep- 
ing in someone else’s bedroom, your 
roommate and her boyfriend have 
an entirely reasonable expectation 
of privacy.

house and use your toothbrush as a 
sound, and you'd never find out. And 
although it would hurt me more than 
it would hurt you, TIA, it would still 
be wrong — even if there was no way 
short of DNA testing that you would 
ever find out. And while you may in- 
tend to keep the video to yourself — 
such the gentleman — what if your 
laptop gets stolen? What if you take 
your computer in for repairs and 
someone makes a copy? Digital im- 
ages — photos, video, whatever — are 
too easy to lose control over. 
Don't do it, TIA.
